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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Informal drawings are acceptable for examination. Formal drawings will be required 
prior to issue. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims all rely on the melanin content of the treated area, a use factor that 
does not impact the structure of the apparatus. 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, no structure is claimed to provide feedback to the controller to 
enable it to determine tissue properties. 

Regarding claim 3, the sensors are associated with regions of emitters implying the 
emitters provide the source of light reflection. If a region were in a "no drive" condition, it would 
not have a source to detect. The disclosure shows sensors between the light sources, but this 
too is confusing as to how the sensor would know the direction of the reflected light to determine 
which emitter to control. Additionally, in claim 3, line 5, the word devices should be device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1, 2, 4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 6,063,108 to Salansky et al. Salansky et al. disclose an apparatus for treating biological 
tissue with light using a matrix of LEDs that may be selectively activated (Figs. 1 1a- 11f). The 
various activation "sets" are interpreted as regions. The on and off states as shown in the 
figures are different intensities and a microprocessor is disclosed for controlling the optical 
parameters including optical power, dose and intensity, frequency, modulation frequency and 
phase of stimulation (Col. 3, lines 53-56). Salansky et al. further teach means for monitoring the 
condition of the mammal and providing feedback to the central microprocessor to adjust the 
selected optical parameter protocol (Col. 3, lines 59-61) and a phototransistor for detecting 
optical radiation (Col. 22, line 57) and providing feedback to the controller. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (0 or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent 6,063,108 to Salansky et al. as applied to claims 2 and 4 above, and further in view of 
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U.S. Patent 6,596,016 to Vreman et al. Vreman et al. teach an apparatus for light treatment of 
tissue using LEDs and further including a feedback system with skin bilirubin sensors (abstract). 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to use the feedback sensors as taught by Vreman et al. in the phototherapy device of 
Salansky et al. to insure proper treatment as Salansky et al. suggests a means to monitor 
feedback and the reflection of treatment light is well known (Salansky et al. Fig. 4).
